ing rifles. 
The 
reindeer 
were 
theirs 
again. 
By a stroke of his pen y ester­ 
day the Great White Father — 
President Roosev elt — retu rned 
to “the Eskimos and nativ es of 
Alaska” the 600,000 reindeer th at 
roam Alaska’s ranges. 
The bill he signed au thorized 
a 
$2,000,000 
appropriation 
to 
bu y u p interests of the Lomen 
Commercial company , which for 
y ears has v irtu ally controlled 
the reindeer indu stry . 
Alaskan officials rejoiced with 
the Indians and Eskimos at the 
prospect of many y ears of plen­ 
ty , with meat for all. 
“I hav e alway s fav ored this 
bill to tu rn the reindeer back to 
the 
Nativ es,” said 
Territorial 
Gov ernor John W. Troy . 
“While the gov ernor’s office 
and 
the 
Indian 
office 
hav e 
worked in fu ll co-operation in 
regard to the reindeer serv ice, 
as well as in other activ ities, I 
believ e it will be more adv an­ 
tageou s to hav e the reindeer 
serv ice correlated with the In­ 
dian office (as prov ided in the 
bill).” 
The bill also prov ides th at 
ranges, slau ghter hou ses and 
eq u ipment be tu rned ov er to the 
nativ es. 
The Lomen family , meanwhile, 
annou nced it wou ld retire from 
the indu stry . 
“This means giv ing u p the Lo­ 
men dreams of many y ears,” F. 
C. Au stin, treasu rer of the Lo­ 
men Co., said at Seattle. “We’v e 


co-operated with the gov ern­ 
m ent in ev ery way and now 
we’re retiring from the bu si­ 
ness.” 
The measu re was brou ght be­ 
fore congress by Anthony J. Di- 
mond, Alaskan delegate. 
The 
departm ent of interior backed 
it, and the senate Indian af­ 
fairs committee held hearings 
on it at Nome last y ear.

Chicago, Sept^3 OP)—Dr. Her­ 
man Bu ndesen, city health of­ 
ficer, said today the infantile 
paraly sis situ ation was “well in 
hand” bu t th at the board of 
health’s edict postponing indef­ 
initely the reopening of schools 
wou ld stand. 
Lifting of the ban, he said, 
wou ld depend on a day to day 
stu dy of case reports and the 
rate at which the disease de­ 
clined. He added the disease u s­ 
u ally reaches a peak early in 
September and is checked by 
the adv ent of cool weather. 
“No widespread epidemic will 
resu lt, becau se we hav e taken 
ev ery precau tion,” Dr. Bu ndesen 
said.

were schedu led to resu me classes 
Tu esday and Wednesday , 
and 
153.000

Dr. Bu ndesen adv ised parents 
to keep children from crowds 
bu t said the situ ation did not 
w arrant the closing of beaches, 
theatres, chu rches, play grou nds 
or other places where crowds 
congregate.

Farmers Step In 
An d Mo ve Ou t 


Pickets 


Colu mbu s, Ind., Sept. 3 (/ P)— 
Three hu ndred farmers rou ted 
pickets today from the local 
plant of the Morgan 
Packing 
company withou t seriou s 
v io­ 
lence and plant operations were 
resu med with between 300 and 
400 employ es back at work. 
Operation of the plant was 
halted late y esterday when the 
700 employ es left their jobs in 
su pport of a demand for higher 
wages. 
The farmers, organized du ring 
the night by Clarence Thomp­ 
son, Bartholomew cou nty farm 
agent, and aided by police and 
sheriff’s officers, marched to the 
plant at 7 o’clock this morning 
in a body . As the grou p ap­ 
proached, the pickets left. 
There were a few fist fights 
and nine persons were arrested 
on charges of disorderly condu ct 
and assau lt and battery . 
The farmers had tomatoes and 
corn at the plant and in the 
fields for which the company 
had contracted. There were 125 
tru ck loads of com and tomatoes 
waiting at the plant to be u n­ 
loaded. 
Employ es who went back to 
work today resu med their jobs 
at the old wag e scale. 


Toky o, Sept. 3 (/ P)—The Japan­ 
ese cabinet today approv ed an 
emergency war bu dget of more 
than $600,000000 to pu sh the u n­ 
declared war between China and 
Japan. The hu ge appropriation is 
more than Japan spent on the 
last Sino-Japnese war and the 
Ru sso-Japanese war combined. 
Of the su pplementary bu dget 
approv ed today , 2,000,000,000 y en 
($600,000,000) goes to the army 
and nav y ou t of a total figu re of 
2,042,400,000 y en. A 20,000 y en 
($6,000) grant to the Imperial 
Univ ersity Biological Research 
was the only item not directly or 
indirectly cau sed by the two- 
month old war. 
This was the third su pplemen­ 
tary bu dget to be approv ed and 
raised the war total to $762,600,- 
000. 
Approv al 
was 
ru shed 
throu gh the cabinet so the new 
bu dget cou ld be presented to an 
emergency session of parliament 
tomorrow for immediate action. 
The Diet conv ened this morn­ 
ing and completed its organiza­ 
tion. After brief formalities, both 
hou ses adjou rned u ntil Satu rday 
when Emperor Mirohito will per­ 
sonally deliv er a message from 
the throne to a joint session. 
The 
su pplementary 
bu dget 
items, aside from the 
direct 
grant of $600,000,000 to the army 
and nav y , showed how deeply 
the war has cu t into ev ery phase 
of Japanese adm inistration. 
The foreign office, home office, 
finance ministry , ju stice minis­ 
try , ev en the ministry of edu ca­ 
tion were inclu ded in the ap­ 
propriations designed to prov ide 
for ev acu ation of Japanese from 
China, perfection of air raid de­ 
fenses and ex penses connected 
with raising money . 
The departm ent of edu cation’s 
appropriation 
-was 
earmarked 
for “national spiritu al mobiliza­ 
tion throu gh children’s edu ca­ 
tion and encou ragement.” 
Other items were allotted to 
the possessions of Formosa and 
Sakhalin for enforcing air de­ 
fense regu lations. 
The newspaper Asahi paid tri­ 
bu te to the United States for “re­ 
maining calm and standing aloof 
from the conflict. We believ e this 
is the greatest factor facilitating 
stabilization in the far* east at 
present. 
“The United States gov ern­ 
ment is skillfu lly baffling Chi­ 
nese plan to obtain interv ention. 
Japan, who wishes to respect the 
rights and interests 
of third 
cou ntries, earnestly hopes others 
will follow the ex ample of the 
United States.”

Vessels o f America and Other 
Co untries in Line o f Fire 
if Japs Shell Chinese 
at Po o tung . 


THREE HOC RAISERS

Shanghai, S ept 3 (f P) — The 
Japanese nav y threatened 
to 
fire across American and other 
foreign warships tonight in a 
pu nitiv e bombardment of Chi­ 
nese who hu rled back Japan’s 
“big pu sh” and pu t to flight 
eight Japanese transports. 
Japanese 
nav al 
spokesmen 
declared Japanese ships wou ld 
shift into positions to reply to 
the Chinese fire regardless of 
danger to American and other 
foreign men of war. 
A Chinese cou nter attack had 
u pset completely Japan’s long 
promised m ajor offensiv e against 
Chinese troops abou t Shanghai. 
Military strategists acknowledg­ 
ed the Japanese general staff 
was forced to rev ise its plans. 
Shells smashed into the for­ 
eign commu nities. One of them 
stru ck the roof of the barracks 
of the second United States m a­ 
rine battalion, bu t failed to ex ­ 
plode. It was a one-pou nd anti­ 
aircraft shell of u ndeterm ined 
origin. 
Two bigger shells plu mped in­ 
to Bu bbling Well road, one of 
them at the entrance of the 
world 
famou s 
Shanghai race 
clu b in the heart of the city . 
It wou nded a British v olu nteer 
and two Chinese. Another shell 
fell nex t to the Italian consu l­ 
ate. 
A heav y artillery shell ex plod­ 
ed in the International Settle­ 
m ent at the ju nction of Peking 
road and Shanghai’s Bu nd. Cross 
fire from Chinese and Japanese 
batteries spray ed abou t the U. 
S. cru iser Au gu sta. 
Police estimated 11 persons 
were wou nded, two seriou sly , by 
the shell which stru ck the for­ 
eign bu siness district. 
Settle­ 
m ent au thorities closed the Bu nd 
and w aterfront to traffic.

RECREATION FOR THE MANY 
A man who has followed sports for years 
charges tha t Americans are not a nation of a th­ 
letes or gymnasts but rather a nation of by­ 
standers. 
We assemble in vast audiences to 
watch two highly trained boxers or twenty-two 
proficient football players perform for our en­ 
tertainm ent, but we do not play games our­ 
selves to the extent th a t people in foreign nations 
do. 
“Are his charges true here in Rushville and 
Rush county?” Do a substantial m ajority of our 
citizens enjoy sports from the sidelines only, or 
are the m ajority active in minor sports them ­ 
selves? 
It is a rather significant question if we are to 
accept the belief tha t athletics and physical 
exercise build sturdy bodies and a wholesome 
outlook upon life. 
When we observe th a t swimming pools and 
bathing beaches are gaining in popularity as 
the years go by; tha t amateur softball teams 
are more numerous than they were a few years 
ago; tha t golf courses seem to be doing a good 
business and tha t other forms of outdoor activ­ 
ity seem to appeal to more and more people 
each year we do not quite agree tha t Americans 
are a nation of spectators entirely. But it may 
be true tha t too many people are interested in 
watching sports and too few disposed to engage 
in them for the health and welfare of our citi­ 
zens. 
If this is the situation it would seem that each 
community should give thought and consideration 
to ways and means of encouraging sports and 
recreation for the many. Whether we like present 
trends or not, economic conditions are inevitably 
creating more and more leisure for the average 
citizen. There is no longer employment avail­ 
able for the young man during school vacations. 
There are shorter hours of work ayailable for 
men in the prime of life. Forty hours a week in 
contrast to the old fifty and sixty hour work week 
give many of our citizens a considerable amount 
of new leisure. Effective use of tha t leisure in the 
years to come will mean much in determining 
the character of our citizens, both here in Rush 
county and in the nation as a whole. 
Consideration 
of 
this subject is 
therefore 
something to which service clubs and civic or­ 
ganizations could devote some time and study. 
W hat can be done to provide wholesome and ef­ 
fective use of leisure time? We don’t propose to 
supply the answer. It is merely one of the many 
civic problems to which we may well devote time 
'a n d study. 
We should never permit it to be said tha t ours 
is a community of spectators and bystanders.
